Rev. W. T. Wittenbacl aaid that 
after hearing of the'fatality he 
searched the matsheds, on. shore 
and the brushwood. Together 
with senior members of the party 
he then, searched the waters in the 
vicinity, but their efforts, proved 
fruitless, 


Mr. A. Ling, the Chineso'head- 
master, sald that the deceased was 
one, of his ‘scholars, He .was 
never very strong but showed no 
signs of {ll health or disense. His 
attendance was. very regular. 


Two students from the school: 
deposed to seeing the ‘deceased 
swimming parallel with the beach, 
but never saw him again, 


Mr. Price was recalled and ex- 
plained that regarding some of the 
boys: being non-swimmers, these 
were all students who were-unable 
to swim twice around the launch, 
which test. when passed entitled , 
them to be categorised as “swim- 
mers,” 


After the evidence,the Coroner 
pointed out to the jury that there 
was novevidence of-.foul play or: 
even practical joking which might 
have: caused death. Ho directed 
the jury to bring in a verdict of 
death by misadventure. 


The jury after consideration ree 


turned’ a verdict of death by mia- 


‘Vadventure, ‘adding that the decens- 


ed.was drowned by going out of 
his. depth without being noticed 
and that no blame was attached. 
to the masters in charge of the 
party.

' GOVERNOR ON ‘NECESSITY 
OF PROVISION. 


‘The subject of ‘the Sromiobion 0 
advanced Chinese studies was dis- 
cussed, at a recent gathering at 
Government ‘House when a apeech 
was made. by His’ Excellency. tho, 
Governor in Chinese to'a number 
of Chinesd’ géptlomen. Other

Tho following. translation : of 
His Excellency’s speech has beon 
forwarded for publication by the 
Registrar of the Hongkong Uni-. 
veraity, 


Geitlenon; 


Dr. Lai and Sir Shdu-son Chow 
have already fully expounded the. 
subject of the, promotion of  nd- 
vanced Chineso studics at the Uni- 
versity, so it is not necessary for 
me to go Into further detail, but 1 
feel that there are three reasons 
why provision should be made for 
these studies and’ these I would 
like to now present to you, 

First:—Tho people of China 
ought ‘to preserve “their. national, 
Hterature. 

In this Colony the vast majority 
of the population | g Chinese; and 
in the University the Chinese far 
outnumber these of other nation- 
alities, 

If the University were only’ to 
wive prominence to western science 
and Hterature,: and to regard 
lightly the great moral principles 
and extensive clagsical literatura 
of many , genérations, regarding 
them as (of, small importance, 
would this not;ibe a mattor ‘for 
deep regret. Therefore Gn account 
of the Chinese residents of this 
Colony and of the Chinese students 
in the University it 1s imperative 
that this study abould be insti- 
tuted. = - ° 


Ancient Natfonal Studies. - 


Second:—The Chinese people 
ought to uphold their ancient na-. 
tional studies. Chinese culture |- 
and literature hae ‘a very. real 
intrinsic value, but Chinese lite], 
yary methods . in tha past have 
been extremely diMfeult and com- 
plitated, so that» »with the exeep- 
tion of ancient, lterary families, 
and men of speci genius, . few 
have been able to understand the 
intricacies of the literature, ** 

For thig renson Chinesa scho- 
lars have for many,.years past 
been clamouring for clearer state. 
‘ments of: Chinese culture and lite- 
rature, . 

— Hongkong is ‘separated from 
China by a narrow belt of _water, 
If the present plan for Chinege 
studied were fully established, we 
should in the future have a large 
number of great Chinese scholars 


here, who would-help to simplify, 
the tisk of the past with its great: 


diMcylties, and prepare more en- 
lightened methods for,the atudents 
of the future. Would this not be 
a,gource of great comfort to the 
students? 

Therefore for the purpose of, 
exhibiting the glorics of China the 
establishment of this department 
in ‘imperative. 

‘Spreading Chinese Learning. « 

Third:—Such ° a department 
would help to spread Chinese cul- 
ture, moral teaching.and learning 
throughout the’ world. Since the 
opening of commerce between 
China and other countries great 
numbers of Chineso -have learnt 
the languages and ‘Hiterature of 
other countries. and have: become 
very proficient, But non-Chinese 
who have become very loarned. in 
Chinese,’ and Chinose who have 


become really proficient in Western: 


Science and able to use Chinese 
literary style: and by translation 
introduce the great’ and deap

Is: this because non-Chineso 
people and-Chinese who go abroad 
for an ‘education do not desire 
to learn ‘Chinese literature?
